Taylor is cut from 
EDS hearing...

A wetlands issue hearing be¬ 
fore the state Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality concerning En¬ 
vironmental Disposal Systems 
Inc. property on Citrin Drive will 
begin Nov. 6 — minus the involve¬ 
ment of the city of Taylor. 

Richard G. Lacasse, chief ad¬ 
ministrative law judge, granted 
EDS motion last Monday to dis¬ 
miss Tbylor from the hearing 

Local governmental bodies still 
involved in the sessions that could 
last as long as Nov. 9 are the city of 
Romulus and Wayne County. 

Both parties are disputing the 
June 8 issuance of a wetlands per- 
mit to EDS for its Citrin Drive 
property. 

A representative of the DEQ 
and the state Attorney General’s 
office also will attend the hearing 
sessions. 

If the wetlands permit stands 
after the November sessions, an¬ 
other public hearing on the over¬ 
all treatment and storage facility 
permit will be held in Romulus at 
a later date — but possibly still 
this year 

There is some speculation that 
the decade long battle over the 
EDS deepwell could be climaxed 
within the next six months. 

In the case papers, Lacasse 
stated “the city of Taylor has not

demonstrated it possesses sub¬ 
stantial interests at issue to consti- 
tute...a personal stake in the out¬

Continuing he stated “while 
Taylor is apparently committed to 
vigorous advocacy, it has not 
demonstrated it will be detrimen¬ 
tally affected in a manner differ¬ 
ent from the citizenry at large.” 

Lacasse added “as a matter of 
fact I find, that Wayne County and 
the city of Romulus have shown 
the necessary elements” to take 
part in the hearings. 

The judge stated in his analysis 
“Wayne County and Romulus 
have identified a particularized 
injury to a substantial interest, 
namely Detroit Wayne County Air¬ 
port and the city’s storm water 
management system. 

Records also show that no wet¬ 
lands permit — such as the one 
given to EDS — has ever been re¬

Once again Romulus voters 
will be facing a mega-list of na¬ 
tional, state and county candi¬ 
dates on Nov. 7, as well as four 
state and county proposals.

Local residents wishing to cast 
a vote for Tina Brooks Green, 
chief judge in the 34th District 
Court, will have to search long 
through the ballot to find her 
name. 

Green, who is running uncon¬ 
tested, is the next to last candi¬ 
date listed on the ballot — just 
before the Wayne County Com¬ 
munity College trustee candi¬ 
dates, Michael J. Reddy and Eliz¬ 
abeth Grant Potter. 

The two state proposals in¬ 
clude: Proposal 00-1 that asks for 


a decision by voters on the school 
voucher issue and Proposal 00-2 
asks for a decision on whether 
the state constitution should be 
amended to require a super ma¬ 
jority vote (2(3) of the State Legis¬ 
lature to enact certain laws af¬ 
fecting local government 

On the county proposals, the 
two questions are listed as Propo¬ 
sition A and Education First! 
Wayne County Community Col¬ 
lege District Millage Proposal. 

Proposition A lists the option 
of approving or denying a 0.5 mill 
tax for 10 years for cultural uses 
in Wayne and Oakland Counties. 
It is expected the tax would raise 
$44 million. 

The second proposition — if 
approved — would hike the 
Wayne County Community Col¬ 
lege District 1.5 mills forever. It 
was reported the hike could add 
$31.9 million when levied this 
year.

to his critic, Michael Canty, 
whose opinions were aired 
last week:

It has come to my atten¬ 
tion that Mr. Canty has sub¬ 
mitted a letter to the Ledger 
Star criticizing my decisions 
and conduct as a (Inkster) 
Pension Board Trustee. I 
can handle the criticism, 
however, Mr. Canty is not re¬ 
porting the facts accurately 
and I do take issue with that. 

Mr. Canty states that our 
fight to get better benefits 
for our retirees is old news 
and that the topic was 
raised to the City Council 
long before I became a Pen¬ 
sion Board member. I’m not 
concerned with who 
brought it up first or how 
long ago it was brought up, 
my mission is to make it 
happen. 

I do know that because of 
the efforts of Mayor Hilliard 
Hampton and myself on this 
issue, the City Council has 
called for a special meeting 
on November 14 at 6:30 p.m. 
with pension benefits being 
the main topic of discussion. 

Mr. Canty further states 
that I supported a $75,000 - 
the actual fee is $52,000 - 
contract to a management 
firm that was totally unnec¬ 
essary. The statement that 
the services are totally un¬ 
necessary is his opinion. His 
opinion happened to be in 
the minority when this issue 
came to a vote. The majority 
of the Pension Board mem¬ 
bers voted for this service 
after doing a diligent back¬ 
ground check of the firm 
and getting advice from our 
attorney. 

To give you a brief back¬ 
ground of what this firm 
does: Their job is to police 
our money managers. They 
provide us quarterly reports 
on every institution that we 
have money with. They 
make sure that these institu¬ 
tions maintain the invest- 
ment strategy and 
disciplines set forth in our 
contracts with them. They 
provide us with a compre¬ 
hensive study of the healthi¬ 
ness of these institutions, 
from the President on down. 
They provide us with infor¬ 
mation on how competent 
the leadership of these in¬ 
stitutions are such as their 
education, experience and 
past track record, who 
would be in charge in case 


the President died and what 
is their competency level. 

Most major Pension 
Boards across the country 
pay for this service and it is 
my opinion that we should 
have it. Obviously, Canty 
doesn’t think so. 

Mr. Caniy also stated that 
the owner of this firm is an 
old buddy of mine and one 
of my “cronies” and that’s 
why I supported his firm, as 
a favor to him. That’s not 
true. I had never met the 
owner of this firm before he 
approached the Pension 
Board with his services. 

After investigating his 
firm, I found it to be in good 
standing with several Pen¬ 
sion Boards in Michigan 
handling millions of dollars 
for their customers. It was at 
that time that I supported 
his services.

For the past two 
years this 
gentleman and his 
team have provided 
us with excellent 
services. 


Mr. Canty failed to men¬ 
tion that when his firm left 
their parent company they 
cut their fee by 50 percent, 
for the up coming year, with 
the stipulation that we may 
dismiss their services at 
anytime, if we become dis¬ 
satisfied with them. 

For the past two years, 
this gentleman and his team 
have provided us with ex¬ 
cellent services. So I don’t 
see why we shouldn’t con¬ 
tinue to use his services. 
That’s why I supported his 
continued service. At the 
last Pension Board meeting 
in September 2000, the ma¬ 
jority of the Pension Board 
again voted to keep those 
services and Mr. Canty again 
was in the minority voting 
against it. 

All of these facts are sup¬ 
ported in the Minutes taken 
at the Pension Board meet¬ 
ings.

Don’t Let the 
Election Change Your

In two weeks, we'll elect a new president. And it can safely be said that the world is watching, with significant interest, to see who will 
take over the Oval Office. As a U.S. citizen, you are probably interested in the outcome of the election. But as an investor, should you 
be equally concerned?

Ultimately, the market s response to presidential elections and to political proposals is essentially short term in nature. As an investor, 
it s more important to think about the long term, instead of being concerned about what industries might fare better under which 
candidate, look for high-quality companies with good products, good growth prospects and the ability to dominate their competitive 
niche. And once you find these companies, hold on to them. If they are truly strong firms, they'll increase their earnings - no matter 
who's the president or which party is running Congress. 

By taking a long-term approach, you'll spare yourself the difficulties of constantly trying to adjust your portfolio in response to 
elections and proposals. Not only would you be constantly veering off course, but you’d also be chasing after the wrong driver. The 
nation s economy -not its politics - has traditionally had more impact on the financial markets. And the Federal Reserve -not the White 
House has played the key role in steering the economy. 

Presidents come and go every four or eight years. But your investment horizon is probably much longer than that. So keep pursuing 
your financial objectives, and stay with your investment strategies. Make adjustments to your portfolio in response to changes in your 
personal situation, the economy or the financial markets. But don't make financial moves based solely on an election -unless of course 
you're running for office yourself.

Wayne flood victims may lie eligible for federal dollars

Wayne residents and business¬ 
es who suffered flood damage re¬ 
sulting from the record rainfall 
September 10-11 may be eligible 
for federal assistance. 

President Bill Clinton issued a 
federal disaster declaration last 
week for Wayne County including 
the City of Wayne, in response to 
damage that the torrential storms 
and flooding caused to thousands 
of metropolitan Detroit area 
homes and businesses. 

The President’s declaration of 
a disaster confirms the city’s as¬ 
sessment that it was an unusually 
severe storm that hit Wayne on 
Sept 11. 

“This declaration makes feder¬ 
al disaster funds available to fami¬ 
lies and business owners in 


Wayne and other Wayne County 
communities whose properties 
were damaged by rain and flood 
waters,’’ said Robert English, as¬ 
sistant city manager. 

The Federal Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency (FEMA) will co¬ 
ordinate distribution of the funds, 
which can include grants to help 
pay for minor home repairs and 
other disaster-related expenses, 
including personal property loss¬ 
es. 

Typical grants average about 
$2,500, and do not have to be paid 
back: 

English said there are as many 
as 225 homes, apartment complex¬ 
es and businesses in the City of 
Wayne that may be eligible for fed¬ 
eral dollars. 

Low interest loans from the U. 
S. Small Business Administration 
(SBA) will also be available to cov¬ 


er residential and businesses loss¬ 
es not fully compensated by insur¬ 
ance. The loans are typically given 
at 4 to 6 percent interest rates. 

Wayne residents who are inter¬ 
ested in submitting an application 
for FEMA disaster funding are in¬ 
vited to begin the application 
process by calling 1-800-462-9029, 
or 1-800-462-7585 (TTY) for the 
hearing and speech impaired. 

According to English, many res¬ 
idents have already submitted 
damage claims to the City of 
Wayne. 

“However, the city has been 
told FEMA rules will not allow 
anyone other than the property 
owner or tenant to initiate the ap- 
plication process,” English 
stressed. “Thus, residents must 
follow application procedures in 
order to potentially qualify for fed¬ 
eral funds.” 


FEMA opened up a toll-free 
telephone line for the flood vic¬ 
tims last week. The number is 
available from 8 a.m. until 6 p.m. 
seven days a week until further 
notice. Callers will be asked to 
provide basic information about 
themselves such as name, perma¬ 
nent address and telephone num¬ 
ber. They also will be asked about 
insurance coverage and any infor¬ 
mation to help substantiate losses. 

Here are some of the programs 
available to flood victims: 

• Grants for minimal emer¬ 
gency repairs not covered by in¬ 
surance to make damaged homes 
habitable; 

• Grants to make essential 
home repairs, replace personal 
property and help meet medical, 
transportation and other serious 
disaster-related needs not covered 
by insurance or other federal, 


state and charitable aid programs. 
Typical grants average about 
$2,500; 

• Unemployment payments of 
up to 26 weeks for workers who 
temporarily lost jobs because of 
the disaster and who do not quali¬ 
fy for state benefits, such as self- 
employed individuals; 

• Low-interests loans to cover 
residential losses not fully com¬ 
pensated by insurance. Loans are 
available for up to $200,000 for a 
primary resident, and up to 
$40,000 for personal property, in¬ 
cluding renter losses. Loans are 
available up to $1.5 million for 
business property losses not fully 
compensated by insurance; 

• Rental payments for tempo¬ 
rary housing for those whose 
homes are uninhabitable. Initial 
assistance is provided for up to 
three months for homeowners 


and for at least one month for 
renters. Assistance may be ex¬ 
tended if requested after the ini¬ 
tial period, based on a review of 
individual applicant require¬ 
ments. 

Loans of up to $1.5 million for 
small businesses that have suf¬ 
fered disaster-related cash flow 
problems and need funds for 
working capital to recover from 
the disaster’s adverse economic 
impact This loan, in combination 
with a property loss loan, cannot 
exceed a total of $1.5 million. 

• Other relief programs that 
may be available include crisis 
counseling for those traumatized 
by the disaster, income tax assis¬ 
tance for filing casualty losses and 
advisory assistance for legal is¬ 
sues, veterans benefits and social 
security matters.

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Fire Department spreads 
latest time changing news

As the fall time change ap¬ 
proaches (this Sunday at 2 am.), 
the Van Buren Tbwnship Fire De¬ 
partment wants to remind resi¬ 
dents to make another change 
that could save their lives— 
changing the batteries in their 
smoke alarms. 

An average of three children a 
day die in home fires and 82 per 
cent of those occur in homes with¬ 
out working smoke alarms. Non¬ 
working smoke alarms rob resi¬ 
dents of the protective benefits 
home fire safety devices were de¬ 
signed to provide. The most com¬ 
monly cited cause of non-working 
smoke alarms: worn or missing 
batteries. 


“Change Your Clock 
Change Your Battery ” 


Changing smoke alarm batter¬ 
ies at least once a year is one of 
the simplest, most effective ways 
to reduce these tragic deaths and 
injuries. In fact, working smoke 
alarms nearly cut in half the risk 
of dying in a home fire. Addition¬ 
ally, ICHIEFS recommends re¬ 
placing your smoke alarms every 
ten years. 

To save lives and prevent need¬ 
less injuries in Van Buren Town¬ 
ship, the fire department has 
joined forces with the Internation¬ 
al Association of Fire Chiefs and

The fire safety house is proving 
to be an educational treat for ele¬ 
mentary school kids throughout 
the district 

When Ralph Nodwell spear¬ 
headed the project three years 
ago to raise more than $22,000 in 
donations to purchase the fire 
safety house, he envisioned chil¬ 
dren learning about fire safety in 
a fun way. That is exactly what 
students at Tyler Elementary did 
during Fire Prevention Week. 

Firefighters from Belleville 
and Van Buren and Sumpter 
townships took turns teaching stu¬ 
dents about fire safety at each of 
the district’s elementary schools 
last week. 

Van Buren Township firefight¬ 
ers Dave Mclnally, Keith Vasicek 
and Tom Deschamps taught first 
graders about several important 
issues in the children’s 15-minute 


tours through the fire safety 
house, a miniature replica of a re¬ 
al home, complete with living 
room, kitchen and bedroom.

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Bovitz, Sullivan only dicey 
race in ho-hum election 


If it weren’t for the raucous presiden¬ 
tial election that provides us with a new 
polling leader faster than Jimmy Page 
changes strings on his electric guitar, this 
general election would be as ho-hum as 
elections get. One has to work all the way 
down to the county level to find a race 
that merits comment. 

I’m referring to the County Commission 
contest that pits first time incumbent 
John Sullivan (Democrat) against Repub¬ 
lican opponent, Rob Bovitz.

I’m disappointed that other political 
contests haven’t materialized. The Repub¬ 
licans have always proclaimed Lynn 
Rivers to be vulnerable but their candi¬

pear to have the organization or money to 
make even a small dent in Rivers’s armor. 

The state representative race pitting 
Westland Councilman Glenn Anderson, 
Democrat, against ousted Westland City 
Clerk Patricia Gibbons, has not grabbed 
any headlines, and for Gibbons, that fact 
alone probably dooms her chances. It 
would be difficult to beat Anderson with 
all the political hoopla and money in the 
world, let alone the quiet effort Gibbons 
has launched. 

I hope voters don’t view these blaise ef¬ 
forts from certain candidates as a reason 
not to vote. With so much on the line at 
the presidential, congressional, state rep 
and local levels it is important that we all 
get out and vote. 

Congratulations are in order for the Ro¬ 
mulus High School football team. For the 
second time in school history, Romulus 
has finished the regular season undefeat¬ 
ed.

Feds investigate airport now 


Detroit Metro Airport, al¬ 
ready under investigation by 
state auditors, must contend 
with the fact that the U.S. 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion has now started its own 
investigation into how more 
than $40 million in federal 
tax dollars has been spent 
in the airport’s “noise abate¬ 
ment” program. 

Controversial from its 
start, the program has been 
plagued by shoddy work, 
poor scheduling as well As a 
questionable commingling of 
the program with the coun¬ 
ty’s “Pinnacle” project. The 
Pinnacle project, just south 
of the airport, is a commer¬ 
cial development by the 
county comprising much of 
the same area covered by 
the noise abatement pro¬ 
gram. 

The county has been ac¬ 
quiring property for both 
programs. It may be diffi¬ 
cult for auditors to sort out 



which money was used for 
acquisition of some of the 
properties. The Pinnacle 
project is funded by $50 mil¬ 
lion taken from the bond 
money voters approved to 
build two stadiums in De¬ 
troit. About $55 million has 
been spent on the noise 
abatement program of which 
80% is federal tax money 
dispersed by the Federal 
Aviation Agency (FAA). 

Also in question is what 
will happen to revenue the 
county derives from sale 
and/or lease of properties in 
its development programs 
that was acquired with 
“noise abatement” money. 


The FAA has been somewhat 
ambiguous in its answers to 
that question although the 
airport General Counsel told 
this writer that the pro¬ 
ceeds will (must?) be put 
back into the abatement pro¬ 
gram. 

Recently, Wayne County 
Executive Ed McNamara of¬ 
fered to pay for an indepen¬ 
dent auditor to conduct a 
compliance audit. He 
claims the state investiga¬ 
tion is politically motivated. 

A compliance audit is not 
an investigation per se. In 
one, auditors would only 
look into whether the coun¬ 
ty was following its own pro¬ 
cedures and whether or not 
the procedures were ade¬ 
quate to properly state the 
financial condition of the 
county. 

With the feds now in¬ 
volved, McNamara’s prob¬ 
lems may have just begun. 
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Artists and bureaucracies don’t mix 


Who could be against art? 

Bill McMasters and the 
folks from Taxpayers United 
are. At least they’re against 
Proposal A, the “Arts and 
Culture property tax in¬ 
crease.” 

Proposal A, a half-mill tax 
increase proposal, which 
will appear on the Nov. 7 
ballot, seeks to pour $44 mil¬ 
lion a year for the next 10 
years into cultural organiza¬ 
tions and their programs in 
Wayne and Oakland coun¬ 
ties, with $1,200,730 a year 
going to Detroit. 

It aims to civilize us three 
million or so folks in Wayne 
and Oakland, to improve our 
quality of life, and to create 
better jobs than the solid 
waste industry jobs and 
their ilk traditionally pro¬ 
moted by the county ma¬ 
chine. 

“If the bill passes, we’ll be 
able to eliminate or reduce 
some admission fees, in¬ 
crease outreach programing 
for children in Wayne and 
Oakland counties, and ex¬ 
pand teacher training (for 
the arts) until 2010,” Steven 
K. Hamp, head honcho of 
the Cultural Coalition of 
Southeastern Michigan, told 
the Detroit News. 

The bill, six years in com¬ 
ing, is backed, according to 
McMasters, by “snobs in big 
business.” 

According to a Detroit 
News article, it’s backed by 
the business consortia Au¬ 
tomation Alley and Detroit 
Renaissance, ArtServe 
Michigan, the Detroit Metro 
Convention and Visitors Bu¬ 
reau, the automotive Big 
Three, the Detroit Regional 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
the Cultural Coalition of 
Southeastern Michigan. 

The Cultural Coalition of 
Southeastern Michigan con¬ 
sists of Henry Ford Museum 
& Greenfield Village, Music 
Hall, Cranbrook Art Muse¬ 
um, Cranbrook Institute of

um of African American His¬ 
tory, Michigan Opera The¬ 
atre, Detroit Institute of 
Arts, and Center for Creative 
Studies. 

I agree with McMasters on 
one point: Proposal A is 
flawed because it creates a 
new regional bureaucracy to 
oversee a task incompatible 
with bureaucracies. 

Art is an individual thing. 

The artist, a fifteenth cen¬ 
tury invention, emerged 
from the restrictions of Dark 
Ages bureaucracies, accord¬ 
ing to cultural historian 
Jacques Barzun (author of 
this year’s From Dawn to 
Decadence, the world’s only 
800-plus-page best seller on 
cultural history). 

Previously, artisans and 
craftsmen working in guilds, 
mainly for the church, kept 
their skills secret. 

These anonymous and un¬ 
heralded workmen were 
known to spend lifetimes 
decorating corners of cathe¬ 
dral ceilings with handiwork 
that could only be seen by 
the few people able to climb 
cathedral towers. 

But, as drone bees build¬ 
ing honeycombs, they were 
not artists. 

In Barzun’s history, the 
first prominent artist was 
the Italian sculptor Ghiberti 
in the mid fifteenth century, 
who in a fit of individualism 
broke away from the Middle 
Age institutions. 

Free from the bureaucra¬ 
cies’ rules, he could earn his 
or her living creating art and 
teaching his or her skills. 


From the start, art and 
“high culture” have been at 
odds with bureaucracies. 
Artists as great as sculptor 
Michelangelo or composer 
Claudio Monteverdi, who in¬ 
vented opera, struggled 
against bureaucratic taste or 
restrictions. 

Not so with popular cul¬ 
ture, which pays its own way. 
Movies, television, and com¬ 
mercial music, our most 
popular forms of pop art or 
culture, don’t need subsi¬ 
dies. As collaborative corpo¬ 
rate creations, they thrive 
without individual artists. 

It’s no disgrace that peo¬ 
ple love and patronize popu¬ 
lar culture. Corporate Amer¬ 
ica has our number better 
than artists. 

This was hit home to me 
two weeks ago when I saw 
The Girl on the Bridge, a 
French art movie. Booked 
into only one area theater, 
the Maple in Birmingham, it 
played to a practically empty 
house, despite great reviews 
in the international press. 

Yet French auteurs will 
continue to direct art flicks 
without Wayne County prop¬ 
erty taxes. Ballerinas will 
dance, sculptors will chisel, 
and painters will dab oil just 
fine without answering to 
the government. They will 
attract the audience they de¬ 
serve. If the audience grows, 
so will fine artists’ output. 

Meanwhile the pop art, 
the stuff that the public 
chooses to buy, thrives in the 
free market and keeps us 
happy. 

And in 500 years time, 
who knows, the corporate 
creations of today, Titanic or 
“Slim Shady,” may take their 
place besides the corporate 
creations of yesteryear, the 
ziggurats, the cathedrals, 
and the coliseums.

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
OCTOBER 17,2000 

Supervisor Foster called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Board Room. Present: Foster, King, Budd, Clark, Hart, Herman and 
Rochowiak. Absent and excused; None. Others in attendance- 
Director of Development Kelley, Public Safety Director Perkins, 
Director Ross, Deputy Public Safety Director Smolen, Parks and 
Lake Director Cipko, Water and Sewer Director Duha, Executive 
Assistant Ireland Secretary Payne and an audience of thirteen (13). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Clark moved, Budd seconded to 
approve the agenda as presented. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Hart moved, King seconded to open the pub¬ 
lic hearing to consider the 2000 Amended General Fund Budget and 
the 2001 Proposed General Fund Budget. Carried. 

Treasurer Budd stated the Budget before the Board is balanced and 
the level of services provided to residents remains our main priority. 
Increases in service revenue and state equalized value revenue will 
allow additional staffing in the Parks, Recreation, Ordinance, 
Building and Planning, Public Safety and Environmental 
Departments. Treasurer Budd stated that when the Budget is 
approved the guidelines, items A through F as noted in her October 
6th memo apply. They are: revenue in excess of expenditures shall 
revert to Fund Balance; fiscal year items not expensed and those not 
specifically reserved will revert to net income; approval of appen¬ 
dices noted [in memo] above as part of the General Fund Budget; 
the allocated millage for the township operations is .9412; adoption 
of the Budget is by department total and finally the October 17, 
2000 approval supersedes prior resolutions. 

Supervisor Foster noted that a correction has been made to the 
Accounting Coordinator compensatory/meetings fee and a correc¬ 
tion to the Balance Sheet Modification statement. The Amended 

2000 General Fund Budget is $8,498,361 and the 2001 Proposed 
General Fund Budget is $9,182,159. 

Clerk King stated there are documents included with the budget 
which detail expenditure goals, prior purchases and information 
pertaining to capital purchases for the upcoming year which provide 
a valuable tool during review. 

Supervisor Foster also stated that the .94 mill for general operations 
and the 3 mills for public safety on tax bills generate only 2.19 mil¬ 
lion of the proposed 9.1 million budget. She said the Township is 
fervent in finding fee for service revenue and other revenue sources 
and emphasized the importance of state shared revenue to provide 
this level of service. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the 
public hearing. 

Clark moved, Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

King moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the public hearing to 
consider the 2000 Amended Special Revenue Fund Budgets and the 

2001 Proposed Special Revenue Fund Budgets. Carried. 

Treasurer Budd stated the Special Revenue Funds include the 
Community Development Block Grant Fund; the Downtown 
Development Authority, which captures funds from a specific area 
in the township to be used for projects to benefit the district; the 
French Landing Improvement Project which was used for the 
repairs on the dam, this assessment will appear on the winter tax 
bills for 2000 and 2001 with the final bond payment being made in 
2002; the Capital Improvement Fund which is used for special one¬ 
time projects. Projects for 2001 include a roof for the fire station, air 
conditioning and a new ceiling in the gymnasium. Other Special 
Revenue Funds include the Federal Forfeiture Fund, State 
Forfeiture Fund and 911 Service Fund which are all Public Safety 
Revenue Funds. These forfeiture funds have certain built in safe 
guards by law and guidelines for expenses. The Landfill Fund, the 


Belleville Area Museum and the Hannan Road Special Assessment 
District complete the Special Revenue Funds. Treasurer Budd 
requested that under consideration of this item later on in the agen¬ 
da that items A through D in her October 6, 2000 memo be noted.

STATE PROPOSALS 
PROPOSAL 00-1 

A PROPOSAL TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO PER¬ 
MIT STATE TO PROVIDE INDIRECT SUPPORT TO STU¬ 
DENTS ATTENDING NONPUBLIC PRE-ELEMENTARY, 
ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY SCHOOLS; ALLOW 
THE USE OF TUITION VOUCHERS IN CERTAIN SCHOOL 
DISTRICTS; AND REQUIRE ENACTMENT OF TEACHER 
TESTING LAWS 

The proposed constitutional amendment would: 

1. ) Eliminate ban on indirect support of students attending non¬ 
public schools through tuition vouchers, credits, tax benefits, 
exemptions or deductions, subsidies, grants or loans of public 
monies or property. 

2. ) Allow students to use tuition vouchers to attend nonpublic 
schools in districts with a graduation rate under 2/3 in 1998-1999 
and districts approving tuition vouchers through school board action 
or a public vote. Each voucher would be limited to 1/2 of state aver¬ 
age per-pupil public school revenue. 

3. ) Require teacher testing on academic subjects in public schools 
and in nonpublic schools redeeming tuition vouchers.

Plymouth-Canton makes its playoff debut at Belleville Friday night

The second season gets under¬ 
way this weekend for four local 
high school football teams which, 
by winning six or more games, 
have qualified for the state play¬ 
offs under the expanded Michigan 
High School Athletic Association’s 
Year 2000 format 

Leading the charge into the 
playoffs is undefeated Romulus, a 
team that has won all nine of its 
regular season games and has 
captured three consecutive Mega 
Conference championships. 


Belleville and Westland John 
Glenn with impressive 7-2 
records, and Plymouth-Canton, a 
6-3 ball club which is making its 
first appearance in post-season 
competition, will represent the 
area in post-season competition. 

Romulus takes on Allen Park in 
a “crossover” Mega Conference 
game that pits the Blue Division 
(Romulus) champ against the 
White Division (Allen Park) first- 
round playoff game scheduled for 
7 p.m. Friday. Allen park is the 
host. 

In the meantime, Belleville 
awaits Canton, a team that posted 
an impressive 27-7 victory over 


natural rival, Plymouth-Salem, 
Friday night to qualify for post¬ 
season play 

The two opponents square off 
at 7 FHday night in Belleville. 

Westland John Glenn will be 
heading to northwest Detroit Fri¬ 
day for its first playoff test Detroit 
Redford, a team that jolted Mur- 
ray-Wright 32-0 last week, will en¬ 
tertain coach Chuck Gordon’s 
Rockets. 

Glenn will have to find a way to 
stop Redford’s Darius Tate, who 
passed for 307 yards and three 
touchdowns Friday afternoon. 
Redford also is 7-2 on the year. 

The match up between Salem 


and Canton was a mismatch for 
the first time since 1990 when the 
Chiefs destroyed coach Tom 
Moshimer’s Rocks, 34-0. 

Over the years, however, Can¬ 
ton has had little success against 
the Rocks, winning only five of the 
19 games (1988, 1990, 1992, 1998, 
and 2000) in the series, but the 
Chiefs put to rest any dreams that 
Salem may have had for an upset 
early. 

“It was a disappointing loss for 
us,” Moshimer said afterwards. 
“They have an excellent team this 
year. They overpowered us. And 
we have no excuses. 

”We do wish them well in the 


playoffs,” the veteran coach 
added. 

The two teams played to a 
scoreless tie the first 12 minutes, 
but Canton exploded for two 
unanswered touchdowns in the 
second quarter thanks to Chad 
Fuller, who crossed the Salem 
goal line from the four at 9:26 of 
the second period and then re¬ 
peated the effort from the 2 at 3:53 
after sustained midfield drives. 

With quarterback Oliver Wol¬ 
cott in control, the Chiefs added 
two more TDs in the fourth quar¬ 
ter to salt away their sixth win in 
nine starts and earn a playoff spot 
Dave Kobus and Wolcott each 


scored one TD. 

Salem came back after the ini¬ 
tial half and kept the outcome of 
the game in doubt as quarterback 
David Hoskins organized a 17- 
play, 78-yard drive that ended with 
running back Brandon Ellison’s 
one-yard TD plunge. In that se¬ 
ries, Ellison was called upon eight 
times in that drive.

got the job done as he counted 14 
total tackles, including forcing one 
fumble and recovering another.

Coach Townsend said he was 
disappointed that the Vikings 
failed to make the playoffs.
